+ Basa on Economics,’ by HH. Stanley 
Joyons, is w praizowurthy attempt te place 
somo af the elomentary principles of 
political economy before community’ that 
is badly in. need of auch knowledge, Mr 
Jevons, who ja a son of Witlism Stanloy 
Jevons, romarks that. * the banc of 
ceonomlo science in the in 
century was loogoneas” of thought and 
of exprssion.': In this little book he 
has enduvoured tu state the fundamental 
tratha of the science, in tho clearest pos 
sible Innguago. He courately dofinos hia 
teriny, «0. that there can be -no possible 
doubt arto hia meaning, He begins at the 
origin of knowledge, which shows him to be 
an adhoront of tho oxperiential school of 
philodophy. ‘ All knowledge,’ he soys, * hag 
ita origin primarily in the senses, cither div 
roctly or more or les# remotely, It is only 
upon farls. which we Boo, hoar, fcol, tastos 
oramollthat wo can found our reasoning 
if wo wish to roveul ruth ; because basing. 
a concluion, on opinions, on intuitive ideas 
ot on thy flights of the imagination, iglikg 
building a houyo upon sand—when the 
soarehing flood of ucopticiam comes it fallesr 
Afcor tho introduction, and an essny on 
plepegre and pain, Mr Jevons treaty of 
utility, hbour, exchange and capitsl, ront 
and production. A feature in thesv esanys 
that will be now to many ronders is the use 
of ourves to ilustrato his subject. Thus a 
diagram is given to show a siuall boy’s de, 
siro for chocolate as moditied by tho pain of 
toothache caused by eating it. 

In dealing with subjects that are alist 
largoly a matter of controversy and eonflict 
Dr Jovons’ is strictly impartial. Thus be 
tells usthat tho reduction in the bours of 
labour which has takon place in Fngland, 
America, avd Australia in'tho reauilt noithor 
of legisition nor of tho generosity of om 
ployer, but has Leen obtained solaly by 
tho agitition of the working classey and the 
offorts of trades unions. Ho deduces from 
thia fact the conclusion ‘that whonever a 
body of employees aro alinost unanimous in 
desiring a shortening of their working dayy 
and acogilling, with that object; 10 forego 
the sani proportion ofthoir day's pay, they 
‘gill’ havo little difficulty in obtaining tho 
reduction if organised.’ His remarks on
